SAN FRANCISCO—The body of 


Father Patrick E. Heslin, missing 
Catholic priest -who disappeared from 
his parish at Colma the night of 
Aug. 2, was found buried at the bot- 
tom of a sand cliff near Salada Beach 
on the Pacific ocean, 20 miles south 
of San Francisco Wednesday night. 


Father Heslin had been murdered. 


There was a bullet'hole through his 
heart and through the head, the lat- 
ter shot having torn away part of 
the skull. The body was exhumed 
by Chief of Police Daniel O'Bfien, 
San Francisco, a constable of Colma, 
four newspapermen and William A. 
Hig-htower, discoverer of the grave. 


Tho party left 
San . Francisco 


Wednesday night acting, .-cin-.v* tip 
given by Higrhtower that he had dis- 
covered the grave and the body was 
exhumed by the light of a lantern. 
' Hightower, was held by the po- 
lice pending investigation. 


Hightower, according to the police, 


said he acted on a clue given him by 
ore "Dolly Mason." This woman, he 
said, told him Sunday that she had 
met a foreigner on Friday 
night 


who made revelations to her. 
Po- 


lice are 'searching for Dolly Mason. 
The foreigner, Dolly 
Mason 
told 


Hisrhtower, had shown her a revol- 
ver and when she pretended to shrink 
from it in fear, he said: 


"You 
do right to be afraid of that 


gun. It has taken human life." 


Dolly Mason then asked where the 


man was buried, Hightower said. 


"He isn't alone," the foreigner is 


said to have replied. "I've a man 
watching him all the time—a man 
•who sits and cooks flapjacks." 


The foreigner, Dolly Mason, told 


Hiprhto-vver, expressed hatred for the 
Catholic Church. 


Hightowcr, said he had little dif- 


ficulty in locating the signboard pic- 
turing; a man frying flapjacks.. He 
He said he burrowed into the'newly 
dug sand and found a bloodstained 
piece of gunny sack. 


Archbishop Edward J. Hanna, San 


Francisco, on Aug. 3 received an 
anonymous letter demanding $6,500 
for the safe return of Father Heslin 
and Wednesday another letter de- 
manding $15,000 ransom. 


Father Heslin was last seen alive 


about 9 o'clock Tuesday 
evening, 


Aujr. 2, when a stranger drove up 
to the parochial residence at Colma 
in an automobile. Under the pre- 
terse that he wanted the priest to 
deliver the last sacrament to a dy- 
ing relative he succeeded in getting 
Father Heslin to accompany him.

The weather of the

-reported. Cranberries are a week 
earlier than usual. The crop is good 
generally, but rain is badly needed 
on some bogs. Hero-p is doing well. 
Sugar beets only fair. Fruit fair, 
with insects numerous. 
Some ap- 


ples dropping. Some stock 
being 


fed. Truck mostly poor, but sweet 
corn and tomatoes of good quality 
are being marketed.

"We seem to have been suf- 


fering from an epidemic of lot- 
teries, or. so-called "raffles" in 
Wisconsin," he said. "This _ of- 
fice has 
consistently 
advised 


that such lotteries are prohibit- 
ed under the Wisconsin law. 


"Notwithstanding the law and 


the opinions rendered under it, 
we can scarcely read a newspa- 
per without finding some ac- 
count of a lottery or 
raffle in 


which everything from a saddle 
horse to a ton of coal is offered, 
as a prize." 


Mr. Morgan pointed out that 


his office can not initiate prose- 
cutions but can bring actions to 
forfeit any prize drawn, or re- 
ceived in a lottery. 


"I hope the attorney, general's 


..ofllqe will .not_ _be compelled to 
"bring actions to forfeit 'saddle 
horses, 
automobiles, buildings, 


lands and 
the various 
othe^r 


prizes to the state," the state- 
ment said, "but if such actions 
are not brought by the district 
attorneys in the various coun- 
ties they will be brought by the 
attorney general's office, if it 
is necessary to put a stop to 
this tottery epidemic. 


"Thb proceeds of such for- 


feitures would go to the school 
fund, which I 
consider a • far 


more laudable purpose than the 
enrichment of the owners of the 
prizes."

WASHINGTON — Congressional 


investigation of "the American Le- 
gion's 
organization 
and 
alleged 


"scandalous and disgraceful conduct 
of a small coterie of self consti- 
tuted, 
self-perpetuating 
officials," 


was asked in a petition presented 
Thursday to Vice President Coolidge 
and Speaker Gillett by Mkrv:.n Gates 
Sperry, national 
chairman of the 


Private SoWiers and Sailors league. 
It charged that a small group of 
men furnished financial backing for 
the legion and its officers were work- 
ing in the interests of these men 
and for their own. personal benent. 


The legion plan was conceived in 


France by "a group "of silk stock- 
inged officers," later opened New 
York offices and secured "some hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars" from 
unknown persons, the petition de- 
clared, adding that officers, delegates 
and successors were ciose'n 
arbi- 


trarily "on a self perpetuating ba- 
sis." 


Legion officers, the charge's con- 


tinued, were paying out "vast sums 
of money for the benefit of the hid- 
den group of men who'famished the 
secret funds for its organization" 
and no financial accounts had been 
filed with the government as 
re- 


quired under the legion's 
federal 


charter.

WAR MAY FOLLOW 


UNJUS7 PEACE SAYS 
STUDENT FROM CHINA 


Chung Shu Kwei, Graduate 


of U. W., in Stirring 


Appeal to Rotary 


Club Here 


"Let us have peace founded on 


justice or let us prepare for another 
war," declared Chung Shu Kwei, a 
Chinese graduate of the University 
of Wisconsin, in an address this 
noon before the Rotary club^at the 
Park hotel. The address was a stir- 
ring appeal to Rotarians to work 
for world peace and contained a de- 
nunciation of the Anglo-Japanese 
plan. 
His 
subject 
was 
World 


Peace and the Rotarians. In part, 
his address follows: 


"Today I come not to speak of 


what you can do in general to bring 
about world peace, but to present 
my personal views as to what can 
be. done by, American Rotarians to 
promote, maintain and strengthen 
the 
Chino-American 
relationship, 


without which "world peace is im- 
possible. 
' "When I make this last statement, 
I. am not laying undue importance 
on my native country, for China is 
regarded the key to -world peace, 
be she strong or -weak. There are 
other things, however, that are of 
greater significance and have more 
far-reaching effect that the United 
States can do as a friendly nation 
of China. 


"The Angle-Japanese alliance, the 
renewal of which is much discussed 
today, should be opposed by all na- 
tions that fayr>r~f:rir~plsy- ^.nd jus- 
tice.. The alliance is a direct viola- 
tion, in letter and in.spirit, of the 
open door policy which the United 
States has. traditionally and" credi- 
bly upheld in China. It is insuffi- 
cient that the alliance has no refer- 
ence to your country except' those 
that enter into the -alliance. Fur- 
thermore, the renewal of this alli- 
aiice is unnecessary, how that both 
Great Britain and Japan are mem- 
bers of the League of Nations and 
its supreme council. As a result of 
an inquiry as to whether the United 
States government intended to con- 
tinue its support of the 
Federal 


Telegraph company in China, Sec- 
retary of State Hughes stated in a 
recent note to the Chinese minister 
that the state department 
would 


keep up its whole-hearted support 
of the open door policy in order to 
maintain a free and equal develop- 
ment of commerce in the Pacific. 
China has always favored such free 
and equal development of commerce 
within her borders, and it is hoped 
that with the cooperation of the 
United States my country will be 
able to maintain her doors open to 
all friendly nations for her 
own 


sake as well as for the sake of the 
world. 
Unless the Anglo-Japanese 


alliance is discontinued, free 
and 


equal development of commerce is 
impossible. 
"In the course of my talk I can- 


not help touching upon out- neigh- 
bor, Japan. I do not wish to be 
understood as attacking that great 
empire unjustly, and certainly not 
as instigating the 
United States 


against her rival in the Pacific. To- 
day we are devoted to a considera- 
tion of world peace, and I have 
tried 
to 
approach 
the 
cmestiqn 


squarely 
ana 
open-mindedly. 'To 


plead for world peace in one breath 
and in another/to try to cause fric- 
tion between^wo powers is illog- 
ical. -But, it must be remembered 
that world peace is secured either 
by a voluntary agreement among 
the nations such as may result from 
the disarmament conference which 
President Harding has just called, 
or by a complete conquest'of the 
autocratic and militaristic nation by. 
the united efforts of other nations. 
If voluntary agreement were possi- 
ble, may God be thanked. If war 
•were necessary to'crush the offend- 
ing nation to save humanity, may 
God help the righteous! Peace is 
desirable, bat Justice is more to. 
Let us make every. sacrifice 
for 


T?orld peace, but let us not buy a 
short-lived peace at the expense, of 
justice and international morality. 
Let us have a peace founded on jus- 
tice, or let ru make ready for anoth- 
er war!"

Governor, may issue orders to avert, 
relieve or terminate a . scarcity of 
food products or fuel in this state. 
Of course, this power deals primar- 
ily with the question of scarcity, and 
that question we may not meet this 
winter; but if we do meet such a 
situation, the power conferred wiil 
be exercised and I believe that such 
authority so conferred will be sus- 
tained by our courts, especially when 
the very life of the people of tho 
state may be at stake. 


I have come to the conclusion, af- 


ter two years of experienre derived 
from my official position, .that coal 
which is the very basis of our life, 
because we depend upon it for heat, 
light, and power, should be under 
the complete control of the federal 
government, and perhaps a more ef- 
ficient way of handling it would be 
for the United States to control and 
operate the coal mines. Coal is so 
important, and of as much import- 
ance as is the water supply for a 
city, and there is scarcely any city 
today which for one moment would 
permit priv.-itc and selfish' interests 
to' control either the supply or the 
price.of the water necessary to pre- 
serve the life of the people of the 
city. I see no distinction whatever 
between that case and the case of 
coal. 


There is some legislation 
now 


pending in Congress, but those who 
control coal arc even opposing the 
mildest regulation and' control of 
the coal mining business, and if that 
attitude is to continue very long, I 
see no escape 
from 
government 


ownership and operation of the coal 
mines, for if the present situation 
continues, then all industry and all 
life must depend upon the beneii- 
cense or will of a small group who 
control that' essential commodity. 


I have no objection to a confer- 


ence of the Governors of the states 
you mention. I doubt if anything 
can be accomplished by such con- 
fere»ce, because there will be no ba- 
sis upon which the conference may 
act, unless the' conference ,is called 
for the purpose of arousing senti- 
ment in'favor of the federal govern- 
ment taking control of the coal situ- 
ation. 'If the conference is to be a 
mere talk-fest, it will 
disappoint 


the Jiopes that may be raised by the 
calling of the conference. 


However, if your honorable body 


has some plan that may afford even 
a promise of relief from the present 
situation, I will be very glad to call 
such conference along the lines that 
you suggest, and 
will 
cooperate 


with you to the fullest extent.

Call The Armour Bluff 


; New Zealand Serves Notice On Meat Trust That it Must 


Obey the Law. 


T 


HE Harding administration seems to be conducting a little 
side line business for the meat trust. It has gone out of its 


•way to exchange notes with the New Zealand government on 
behalf of Armour & Company. It has entered an emphatic pro- 
test because the New Zealand government has had the backbone 
to treat Armour & Company just like any other evader of the 
law. 


Some time ago Armour & Company established itself in 


New Zealand. It was warned at the time by the New Zealand 
government that no meat trust tricks would be tolerated in that 
country and that if such was Armour's intention it had better 
keep out of the country. 
Armour & Company went ahead, 


doubtless thinking It could bring the New Zealand government 
to reason later on. The New Zealand government replied with 
nn act of parliament specially directed at the meat trust. Ar 
jnour's bluff didn't work. Now Armour is squealing and has 
Invoked the aid of the Harding administration. But the New 
Zealand government has answered the United States govern- 
ment's questionnaire in a manner least expected. 


At the end of June Armour & Company had 300,000 car- 


casses of meat in the freezing works in New Zealand but was 
unable to get rid of them. The reason for this was that New 
Zealand had passed a law forbidding Armour & Company to ex- 
port the meat to Britain (when it desired) and only allowing it 
to be exported to America if a guarantee was given that there 
would be no reexport to Britain. 


Armour & Company then approached the United States 


government at Washington and in due course the United States 
consul-general in New Zealand was asked to ascertain the reason 
for the refusal of a license to Armour & Company to export their 
meat to Britain. The United States government made it known 
to the New Zealand Government that it considered its action 
both arbitrary and discriminatory. To this note from the United 
States consul-general the New Zealand acting prime minister 
(Sir Francis Bell) made the following reply: 


"I shall be obliged if you will inform the American depart- 


ment of state: 


"Firstly—That New Zealand action in regard to Armour & 


Company has been largely influenced by the result of the Ameri- 
tan Inquiry into and report upon the dealings of that company 
in relation to the American meat trust. 


"Secondly—That no difficulty la placed in the way of Ar- 


mour & Company exporting to America for American use the 
meat now In freezing stores here. 


"Thirdly—That license to export such meat to the London 


markets is refused. 


"Fourthly—That full warning was given to Armour & Com- 


pany and the meat trust by the New Zealand parliament in the 
yew 1918, when It was enacted that every meat exporter must 
hive license to export. It was then made clear that the act was 
Intended to prevent operations by the meat trust. 


"Fifthly—Armour & Company could not obtain license to 


txport and devised method of purchasing stteep and freezing 


I them in the works of companies licensed to export. 
'. 
"Sixthly—This government will not allow evasion of New 


Zealand laws. 


"Seventhly—Armour & Company now ask for license to ex- 


port this meat because it is theirs in private freezing stores, and 
they ask for a license now which would not have been granted 
before the purchase, as they well know. 


"Eightly—The action of the New Zealand government is 


not an arbitrary on*, and I regret that it should be considered 
proper to adopt such expression with regard to it. 


"Ninthly—The business of the company was established 


with the object of establishing the meat .trust in New Zealand 
in defiance of the act of 1918."
